SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Pussyman Auditions II is classified as objectionable 
because it degrades and dehumanises the female participants. There are a large 
number of sustained close focus camera shots of the women’s genitals which reduce 
the women to sexual objects. These camera shots dominate the publication. Off 
screen males direct the women to position themselves so that their genitals can be 
filmed. The men’s voices discuss the women’s attributes, especially their genitals, as 
though their genitals are the most important part of the person. There is a clear focus 
in the publication from the video footage and the dialogue which degrades and 
demeans the female participants and reduces them to the sum of their sexual organs 
by concentrating primarily on the women’s splayed labia and buttocks. It is considered 
that the manner, extent and degree of these presentations of women as the sums of 
their sexual organs are of significant strength and render the availability of the 
publication likely to be injurious to the public good. In balancing the competing 
considerations of issues raised under section 3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 and section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, the 
Classification Office is of the opinion that the extent, manner and degree of the 
degrading and demeaning conduct in Pussyman Auditions II is such that the 
availability of the publication would be likely to be injurious to the public good. It is 
considered that the intensity of the degrading and demeaning depictions in the 
publication outweigh section 14 freedom of expression considerations. Therefore, the 
video recording, Pussyman Auditions II is classified as:
